Lake county is trying an experi­ 
ment in road building, not before 
tried in this vicinity. 
The Quentin road from County 
Line road to the Rand road is the 
scene of this new departure in 
road building. 
In constructing this new type of 
road, cement is mixed direct with 
the dirt. 
First the road is plowed up and 
the road bed worked up into the 
fineness of a flower garden. 
. Laboratory tests are 
made of 
the soil to determine its reaction 
to cement and how much cement to 
use on a given area. 
Then the cem ent is thrown onto 
the fine garden like road bed and 
a m ixer that is a sort of combin­ 
ation disc drag and rake goes over 
it to mix the cem ent with the soil. 
A sprinkler wagon makes trips in 
between the rounds of the mixer. 
Then after the cement and earth 
have been mixed 
to the 
proper 
amount, a sort of tam per roller 
goes over the road until it is pack­ 
ed solid, straw is then spread over 
the road and 
the road 
is kept 
sprinkled until it is properly dried 
out and hardened after which a 
light coating of black top is spread 
over the road. 
This new dirt and cement road 
construction is som ething compar­ 
atively new and they cannot be laid 
under all kinds of soil conditions. 
Some of these roads are in use 
near Rockford and are holding up 
fine. 
The cost of these 
dirt-cement 
roads are only about $5,000 per 
m ile, which is a huge saving over 
many other type roads. 
The 1/ake county experiment will 
be watched with interest in this 
territory.

Parents and children in A rling­ 
ton H eights are being shown the 
necessity for vaccination against 
this disease and for m easures to 
be taken against others equally 
dangerous.

without charge. 
Reports of the findings will be 
sent to parents with recommenda­ 
tions for proper care and treat­ 
ment. A system atic check-up will 
follow later so that the m ost com­ 
plete benefits may 
be 
received 
from this survey. 
The aim of the com m ittee is to 
educate the children to the need 
for early and constant care of the 
teeth so that they may avoid more 
serious trouble and expense later 
in life.

New School 
Laws Explained 
To School Men 


Division Meetings Held 
By Puffer; State Aid To 
Small Schools Is Cut 


The many new law s passed by 
the 
last 
general 
assem bly 
and 
their effect on the operation of 
the rural school districts are be­ 
ing explained this week to mem­ 
bers of the school boards o f the 
various districts in Cook county 
by Noble J. Puffer, county superin­ 
tendent of schools. 
The m eeting 
for division one was held at Bar­ 
rington Tuesday night and attended 
by nearly all school 
directors in 
the division and by many of the 
teachers. 
A m eeting for division tw o wilt 
be held at N iles Center Thursday 
night. Division three met at Pro­ 
viso W ednesday evening. 
The changes in the previous law 
apply to pension provisions, state 
aid in transportation, cut in dis­ 
tributive fund to schools of less 
than eighteen pupils, registration 
of voters partaking in a school elec­ 
tion and a change in the budget 
law. 
The pension paym ents will here­ 
after be 4 per cent of salary for 
all teachers entering the profes­ 
sion for the first time. The sam e 
rate applies to all teachers who 
desire to avail them selves of tho 
pension plan. Those teachers who, 
in the past, elected to remain out­ 
side of the pension law, can still 
do so if they file notice prior to 
November first of such intention. 
Amount of payments to teachers 
under the plan will not 
be an­ 
nounced for several months 
until 
actuaries com plete a survey. 
Probably for the purpose of aid­ 
ing school consolidation, the state 
of Illinois will pay up to $15 a 
year per pupil for transportation 
to and from school. That amount 
will be refunded to the district if 
the actual cost has been $20. This 
means that transportation will only 
cost the local district five dollars. 
There is no school in division 
one that will benefit under the new 
transportation law’ as none of them 
operate school buses. 
There are 
a number of schools in division two 
which either operate buses or i>j - 
pils privately use such conveyances 
to reach school. 
W hile the tendency is to increase 
the distributive fund paym ents to 
schools, new* legislation acts in an 
opposite manner for rural schools 
of less than eighteen pupils. 
In 
the old law schools of sm all reg­ 
istration shared in the distributive 
fund on the basis of eighteen pu­ 
pils. 
Hereafter, only the actual 
number of pupils will be counted. 
This law will increase the local 
school cost of small districts which 
in turn m ay bring about increased 
agitation for consolidation. 
School election law is now oper­ 
ated under the same regulations as 
general elections. All persons vot­ 
ing at a school election must here­ 
after be registered and registra­ 
tion lists used in the balloting. 
The change in the budget law' ex ­ 
tends the time for filing o f bud­ 
gets to the end o f September, In­ 
stead of August, as form erly.

Health Survey 
Explained by 
Dr. Schimmel 


The first meeting of the A r­ 
lington Heights Parent-Teacher as­ 
sociation was held Tuesday even­ 
ing with a splendid attendance of 
parents and friends.

The Health survey which is b e ­ 
ing conducted by the Health com­ 
m ittee of the village and the P ar­ 
ent-Teacher resonation, was ex­ 
plained by Dr. Schimmel, who ex­ 
plained 
the 
importance 
of 
the 
Schick test for diphtheria, which 
is to be given free of charge by 
local doctors to all school children 
whose parents give their consent. 
This test is a simple skin test, 
which in no way affects the child’s 
health, and which will determine 
w hether th at child would contract 
diphtheria if exposed. A fter a per­ 
iod of a tim e those children who 
show a susceptibility to the dis­ 
ease, should be innoculated against 
the disease, through a simple pro­ 
cess. 
This test has been given in many 
schools for a long period of tim e, 
and proves 
the interest 
of the 
schools and the doctors in stam p­ 
ing out one of the most dreaded O I 
discases. 
At the conclusion of Dr. Schim- 
mel’s talk, a movie “ Man A gainst 
Microbe” was shown 
and 
Mrs. 
Pino, village nurse, explained the 
dental survey whereby all school 
children are given the opportunity 
of having a free dental exam ina­ 
tion through the schools by local 
dentists without charge.

Everybody 
leaves his work on midsummers’ 
eve and retires to the country to 
participate in all of the festivities 
of this joyous season.

Mr. Anderson had the privilege 
of visiting in the childhood home 
of his father in Vermland, and in 
Ostergotland, the birth place of 
his grandm other.

gold flecked water quieted and the 
redwing swung on his rec®.

Tells Value of 


Immunization 


The 
incidence 
of 
diphtheria 
reaches its maximum prevalence 
in tho late autumn and continues 
at a high rate throughout the win­ 
ter months. Due to the efforts of 
public health organizations and the 
relentless efforts of physicians in 
encouraging immunization, the pre­ 
valence for the first six months of 
1939 was somewhat lower than for 
a corresponding period of 1938. 
One case of diphtheria in a com­ 
munity may, however, lead to an 
epidemic unless a high percentage 
of those exposed are immune. 


There is only one method of de­ 
termining whether 
or not your 
child is immune and that is by the 
Schick test. This is done by in­ 
jecting a small amount of the test 
material into the skin on the fore­ 
arm of the child and noting the re­ 
action later. 
A positive reaction indicates that 
the individual does not have a 
built up resistance to combat in­ 
fection with the organism and that 
measures should be taken to render 
him immune. 
From 50 to 80 per cent of those 
children under 12 years of age who 
have not had the disease, are us­ 
ually regarded as being suscept­ 
ible. 


Is your child susceptible. 
Within a period of a few weeks 
you will be given the opportunity 
to find out, with no cost to you, ex­ 
cept your permission to have the 
skin test made. 
Your child will 
bring to you a slip of paper on 
which you are to indicate whether 
or not you wish your child to be 
tested. 
These tests will be conducted by 
your local physicians and nurses. 
Every effort is being made to pro­

Heights against contagious dis­ 
eases and we ask your cooperation 
at this time to improve the health 
record of your community.
